At that meeting , he 
indicated, there will be an excellent opportunity to really 
organize the committee which is going to conduct the fight 
for the anti-trust case. LAWSON finally stated that NED 
YOUNG and ADRIAN SCOTT are the best people through whom, 
to ( work on this entire case since they are well, known through- 
out the Country and relatively acceptable in the movie - 
writing community. Both of these people, he stated, have 
indicated a great interest in the case and a willingness 
to work for the case as well as to contribute money to the

Only about half of thje fifteen people attending that meeting 
had agreed to go ahead with the prosecution of an anti-trust 
case at this time.
